upwards of a Year's Experience has fully ſatisfied us of i its Utility. We conſider it as having

- By this Aſſociation, the Diligence of ſome may ſtimulate the leſſer Activity of others, and the N 
Poverty of ſome ſmaller Pariſhes, be aſſiſted by the Bounty of their more affluent Neighbours ; 


| and it provides Inſtruction for the whole Number of the Inhabitants of the Diſtrict; affording ' | 


a greater Security for the Permanency of the Plan, and for its being well conducted, as well as 


extended to the moſt obſcure and inconſiderable Hamlets. Sunday Schools are found in moſt 24 


Counties in this Kingdom ; but being unconnected, the Mode of conducting them is leſs likely | 
| tobe uniform, and their Duration is more precarious, depending frequently on the Continuance 
of the Attention of one or two Perſons, whoſe Departure, bad Health, or Death, may cauſe 5 


the Interruption, or the total Decay of the Schools. 


Toke the Liberty of annexing to this Letter, and. of ſubmitting to your Confileration and 


Corsa, a Plan for the Formation of County Sunday School Societies, and alſo of Diſtrict 


Committees; together with the Returns reſerred to in them *, and one of our School Books. By 
ſome ſuch Regulation, a ſyſtematic Order will pervade the whole, and a Communication be 
kept up between the ſeveral Parochial Schools and Meetings; ; the Committees of the ſeveral 
Diſtricts, and of the ſeveral Counties ; and the whole Body of Information, as to all the Sunday

The Teachers are provided with Books ſimilar to the one 
now tranſmitted to you, and ſo contrived, that without even knowing how to write, they can 
by Marks keep an exa& Account of the Attendance of the Scholars, for the Information of the 
Viſitors, and to cnable them to draw op! their Patochial en, Returns.

Mo Teachers may, after a little w hile, employ ſome of the moſt advanced Scholars in teaching the 
[ Beginners, which will ſave Time, and produce Emulation ; and fuch ſhould be reported once in 

the Year, or oftener, to the Viſitors, w ho Will conſider i in wW hat Manner to reward them. 


Neither Writing nor Arithmetic ſhould be ang in theſe Schools; 8 Obſervance 
of the Sabbath, and the Improvement in virtuous Habits being the great Objects of the Inſti- 
tution, the Exerciſes of the Scholars ſhould be reading the Scriptures and ſpelling as a Preparative. 
The Children ſhould be taught to read ſlowly, diſtinctly, and with Attention to the Stops; and 
Il} the oreateſt Pains ſhould be taken to make them underſtand what they learn. Nothing ſhould be 
required of them but what they are able, or ought to do; but the Teacher ſhould lee that every 
Thing that is required be done.
